Missionaries working in and 
around Canton usually have an 
annual bresk-off during the sum- 
mer months from their s-renuous 
Isbour, Lofeushan, an attractive 
bill resort near Sheklung, with a 
namber of old-world monasteries 
and sylvan retreats, bas hitherto 
been used by them as the place 
best suited to their. needs. Now 
it seema that the New Territories 
is to bs given the preference, for 
the missionaries and businessmen 
who have shared the delights of 
Lofaushan in the past are very 
keen on making Tai Mo Shan a 
summer resort. .
